© A firm should take reasonable steps to ensure a customer is 
given sufficient and comprehensible information to enable him to 
make informed investment decisions. 

@ A firm shovid avoid conflicts of interest, or if conflicts arise, 
should easure fair weatment 10 ail its customers, 

ὁ Where a firm has control of, or is otherwise responsible for, 
assets belonging tc a customer, it should arrange proper protection 
for them. 

@ A fim should ensure it maintains adequate financial resources 
to meet its investment business commitments and to withstand the 
risks to which its business is subject.
